Downtown arena deal done 




Approved. More city 
funds, more Katz Group 
cash finish deal on 
long-running project

With a fully-funded arena 
deal finally approved, the 
Katz Group and the city took 
the next step to what they 
call downtown Edmonton’s 
bright future. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel ap¬ 
plauded the Katz Group and 
city council for finally resolving 
a long-running issue and the 
promise of a future for the Oil¬ 
ers in Edmonton. 

“We will have a new arena 
with the Oilers, which is one of 
the most valuable assets in this 
city, staying in the city for the 
next 35 years. 

He said the commitment to 
investing in downtown would 
show the city was prepared to 
look at the big picture. 

“This is about building a 
future for tomorrow, building 
a city that sees and wants its 
younger generation to see this 
as a place for them to build

their tomorrows,” he said. 

The proposal council ap¬ 
proved in a 10-3 vote will see 
the Katz Group add $15 million, 
combined with $15 million 
from the community revitaliza¬ 
tion levy (CRL) and $25 million 
from a provincial Regional Col¬ 
laboration Grant. That money 
received the backing of the 
Capital Region Board last week, 
but still needs provincial ap¬ 
proval, filling the deal’s missing 
$55 milfion. 

Councillors also voted to 
shift $45 million in funding 
that was to come from provin¬ 
cial infrastructure grants and 
fund it instead from the CRL. 

The $15 million from the 
Katz Group will be paid up 
front in cash before the build¬ 
ing opens. 

Oilers’ owner Daryl Katz 
was equally happy with Wed¬ 


nesday’s result. 

“We said at the outset, this 
is a once in a generation oppor¬ 
tunity and I truly believe that,” 
he said, adding that the city and 
Katz Group have been partners 
all along and he was happy to 
invest further in the project. 


“Today’s news is about Ed¬ 
monton’s future and the role 
this whole project can play in 
driving investment in our city.” 

Coun. Don Iveson, previous¬ 
ly an opponent, switched his 
vote, saying the city had been 
out-negotiated, but the project 


was important. “This is the best 
deal we will get now or anytime 
in the future,” he said. 

Iveson said after watching 
the deal continuously get worse 
it had been made better. 

“This deal has more Katz 
Group money in it than it did 


two years ago, but cash up front 
— even $15 million — is finally 
an improvement,” he said. 

Not all of the deal’s oppon¬ 
ents flipped, however, with 
Coun. Keny Diotte, Coun. Linda 
Sloan and Coun. Tony Caterina 
still opposed.

Reporting a crime is now just a 
click away for Edmontonians, 
with a new police system al¬ 
lowing online submissions. 

Edmonton joins 14 other 
Canadian communities that 
are already using the online 
system, which was developed 
by CopLogic, a California-based 
company. 


The decision to use the sys¬ 
tem was fuelled by Edmonton¬ 
ians who are doing more and 
more online said Edmonton 
Police Inspector Greg Alcorn. 

“This is really a response to 
provide a tool for those people 
that are most comfortable and 
do a lot of their work in the on¬ 
line community.” 

The service was soft- 
launched on April 8th, allowing 
the police five weeks to trouble¬ 
shoot issues and learn more 
about the nature of the system. 
They found out that people 
were making reports they 
would not have if they didn’t 
have an online option. 

“Some of those people 
would not have reported this 


crime to a community station 
or by phoning into a police dis¬ 
patch, so what it’s done is that 
we’re capturing more informa¬ 
tion than we could have be¬ 
fore,” said Alcorn. “It gives us, 
the Edmonton police, a better 
idea of what’s happening out 
there.” 

Police were quick to empha¬ 
size that the system is only for 
reporting minor crimes, how¬ 
ever, including lost property, 
theft and damage to property 
or vehicles. People uncomfort¬ 
able with the online system can 
also continue to report at police 
stations. 

All other crimes should still 
be reported at a station or by 
calling the police.

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Homicide. Man stabbed 
in Edmonton nightclub 


A 25-year-old man was 
stabbed to death at Hex 
Lounge in downtown Edmon¬ 
ton early Wednesday. 

A citizen flagged police of¬ 
ficers near the nightclub, on 
104 Avenue and 107 Street, 
at about 1:45 a.m. Inside the 
club, police found a man with 
stab wounds. The victim was 
rushed to hospital, where he 
was pronounced dead. 

On Wednesday morning, 
and well into the afternoon, 
Hex Lounge, across the street 
from MacEwan University, 
was cordoned off by police 
tape. A police cruiser and the 
forensics unit were parked 
outside the club, which still 
had a green “Open” sign 
glowing. 

Police were treating the 
death as suspicious while 
awaiting autopsy results. 

If the death is confirmed 
a homicide, it will be Ed¬ 
monton’s eighth homicide 
of 2013 and the second this

Education. U of A aims to 
cut $2M; must undergo 
’fundamental changes’ 


Libraries, scholarships and 
student assistance are just a 
few of the areas expected to be 
impacted by budget cuts at the 
University of Alberta. 

As post-secondaiy institu¬ 
tions across the province chop 
programs and staff in response 
to budget cuts announced in 
March, Martin Ferguson-Pell re¬ 
leased more details about the U 
of A’s cuts in a Wednesday blog 
post on the school website. 

“Our aim is to cut $28 mil¬ 
lion through a combination 
of faculty, central administra¬ 
tive unit and differential line- 
item cuts,” reads the entry by 


Ferguson-Pell, acting provost 
and vice-president (academic) 
at the U of A. 

“Such decisions have 
been difficult and the cuts 
will have an impact across 
the university, including on 
libraries, IT evergreening, 
scholarships and bursaries, 
and student assistance.” 

Ferguson-Pell said the 
university intends to run a 
$44.7-miUion deficit in 2013- 
14, and to fully balance the 
budget, “the university must 
undergo fundamental changes 
over the next few years.”

Scores of disabled Alber¬ 
tans and their supporters 
gathered at the Alberta 
legislature in Edmonton 
on Wednesday to protest 
budget cuts for people 
with developmental dis¬ 
abilities. 

The protesters say Al¬ 


berta’s 2013-14 budget 
slashed $42 million from 
community-access pro¬ 
grams, which they argue 
will have a significant nega¬ 
tive impact. 

Demonstrators waved 
signs emblazoned with pic¬ 
tures of disabled family and 
friends in need of finan¬ 


cial support, many of them 
bearing the slogan “Now 
You See Me.” 

“The name is an allu¬ 
sion to the fact that if these 
budget cuts are allowed, 
people like my brother 
will disappear,” said Jes¬ 
sica Greene, of Calgary, 
who made the trip with 


her brother Max. “Now you 
see them, now you don’t, 
right?” 

In addition to protesting 
budget cuts, marchers 
also stood up for disability 
rights as a whole. 

“We have never been in 
a place where people with 
disabilities have received 
adequate support, adequate 
inclusion and adequate care 
in this province,” said Grant 
Neufeld, who is on the 
board of the Calgary Scope 
Society, an agency commit¬ 
ted to disability aid. 

“We always have to fight 
tooth and nail for every last 
drop of support in this prov¬ 
ince. It shouldn’t have to be 
that way.”

Councillors put brakes on local speed increase 


Community members in 
Strathcona are breathing a 
sigh of relief after councillors 
turned down a proposed speed 
increase heading into their 
neighbourhood. 

The proposal, among 
a host of speed changes 
under consideration, would 
have increased the speed to 


60 kilometres per hour on 
Scona Road between Saskatch¬ 
ewan Drive and the John Mac¬ 
Donald Bridge. 

Residents were concerned 
it would make the road even 
more dangerous south of Sas¬ 
katchewan Drive, where it be¬ 
comes 99 Street. 

“To be a viable neighbour¬ 


hood and a pedestrian neigh¬ 
bourhood that we want to be, 
we need to be able to cross 99 
Street,” Cheiyl Trepanier told 
city councillors during a trans¬ 
portation committee meeting 
Wednesday. 

Peigi Rockwell, another 
area resident and co-chair of 
the 99 Street task force, said 


the community has been try¬ 
ing to become a more walk- 
able neighbourhood, and this 
would run counter to those 
plans. 

“We have been trying to get 
people to realize that 99 Street 
runs through a community — 
a community that wants to 
walk,” she said. 


Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
that wasn’t a good enough rea¬ 
son, especially on such a short 
stretch of roadway. 

“All you are going to do is 
confuse the driver,” he said. 
“We are looking for trouble for 
no reason, and no one is going 
to pay attention to it anyway.”

Lodgepole. Blaze 
listed as being held 


Residents who were forced 
to leave a small fire-threat¬ 
ened community in west- 
central Alberta are being 
allowed to return home. 

Officials have lifted 
an evacuation order for 
Lodgepole, where about 


150 people had to leave 
on a moment’s notice last 
Sunday because of a near¬ 
by forest fire. 

Rita Stagman, a spokes¬ 
woman for Alberta En¬ 
vironment and Sustainable 
Resource Development, 
says the order has been 
lifted because the blaze is 
now listed as being held. 

Stagman says the resi¬ 
dents will remain on a 


two-hour evacuation no¬ 
tice, should conditions 
change on the fire lines. 

The Lodgepole-area 
blaze southwest of Edmon¬ 
ton has scorched about 
13-square kilometres, but 
Stagman says the wind and 
temperature are co-operat¬ 
ing with firefighters and 
there have been showers 
in the area. 

An evacuation order af¬ 


fecting about 100 people 
and prompted by a separ¬ 
ate fire near Nordegg is 
still in place as the blaze 
is still listed as out of con¬ 
trol. 

High winds fanned the 
flames earlier this week, 
and a spate of hot weather 
conjured up the perfect 
storm for wildfires in the 
province late last week.

AUPE. Bargaining 
structure questioned after 
teacher deal legislated 



The day after the minister of 
education introduced legis¬ 
lation to impose a teacher 
contract, the president of the 
Alberta Union of Provincial 
Employees said the move sets a 
“dangerous precedent” for col¬ 
lective bargaining in the prov¬ 
ince. 

“There is no justification 
for legislating away employees’ 
and trustee’s access to their 
bargaining rights and their 
democratic right to vote for a 
contract,” said AUPE president 
Guy Smith in a news release. 

Education Minister Jeff 
Johnson legislated the teacher 
deal on Tuesday after the lar¬ 
gest board in the province, the 
Calgaiy Board of Education, 


and two Alberta Teachers’ Asso¬ 
ciation locals voted to reject the 
agreement. 

On Monday, Johnson called 
the bargaining structure in Al¬ 
berta dysfunctional and said it 
needs to be fixed, a point that 
Jacquie Hansen, president of 
the Alberta School Board Asso¬ 
ciation, agrees with. 

“We need a new bargaining 
system in this province. We 
look forward to working with 
him on this,” said Hansen in a 
written statement. 

Hansen said it has been rec¬ 
ommended in the past that the 
government change the bar¬ 
gaining structure but no action 
was taken.

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U.S. court denies asylum 
to Christian home-schoolers 



Freedom of religion. 

Couple fled Germany 
in 2008 to avoid their 
country’s compulsory 
attendance law 


A U.S. appeals court has denied 
asylum to a Christian family 
who fled Germany so they 
could home-school their chil¬ 
dren, ruling that immigration 
laws do not grant a safe haven 
to people who face restric¬ 
tions that would be prohibited 
under the U.S. constitution. 

Many American home- 
school families and evangelical 
Christians have taken up the 
cause of Uwe and Hannelore 
Romeilce, who faced fines and 
the threat of losing custody 
of their children because they 
refused to comply with Ger¬ 
many’s compulsoiy school- 


attendance law. 

In 2008, the Romeilces 
moved from Germany to the 
U.S. and applied for asylum. 
That request was initially 
granted by an immigration 
judge in 2010. But the Board 
of Immigration Appeals over¬ 
turned that ruling, and the Ro- 
meilces appealed. 

On Tuesday, a three-mem¬ 
ber panel of U.S. 6th Circuit 
Court of Appeals ruled that the 
Romeilces do not meet the cri¬ 
teria for asylum. 

“The question is not wheth¬ 
er Germany’s policy violates 
the American Constitution, 
whether it violates the param¬ 
eters of an international treaty 
or whether Germany’s law is 
a good idea. It is whether the 
Romeilces have established 
the prerequisites of an asy¬ 
lum claim — a well-founded 
fear of persecution on account 
of a protected ground,” the

The court found that the 
German government treats all 
truants the same, regardless of 
their reasons. 


The Home School Legal De¬ 
fence Association represented 
the Romeikes in court. Mike 
Donnelly, its director of inter¬ 
national relations, said the Ro¬ 
meikes planned to appeal. 


“The court ignored the evi¬ 
dence that Germany targets 
people for religious or philo¬ 
sophical reasons,” Donnelly 
said, referring to a 2003 Ger¬ 
man Supreme Court decision 


that found the compulsory 
attendance law served a legit¬ 
imate government interest 
of counteracting the develop¬ 
ment of parallel societies.

When it comes to filling out 
opinion surveys, respondents

But 
historically, more than half of 
the province’s electorate has 
been made up of voters over 
55, and just 16 per cent of those 
aged 18 to 35.

From wiping $136 billion off

“We have not at¬ 
tacked any website or social 
media account that has dis¬ 
played neutrality when cover¬ 
ing the war on Syria. Unfortu¬ 
nately, these are veiy few.” 

Launched quietly in 2011 
from a Faceboolc group, the 
SEA has become an efficient 
network for creating chaos. 

Composed “mostly of stu¬ 
dents and youth, with mem¬ 
bers of the Syrian Arab Army,” 
according to the source, the 
group also has chapters in the 
U.S. and Europe. 

The SEA’s growing power 
was shown by an April hack 
of The Associated Press Twit¬ 
ter feed, from which they an¬ 
nounced “Breaking: Two Ex¬ 
plosions in the White House 
and Barack Obama is injured,” 
causing a nosedive in the Dow 
Jones stock index.

after suffering a similar at¬ 
tack, publishing a guide to 
SEA methods, which it claimed 
could be easily defended. How¬ 
ever, further attacks on Sky 
News in May support the hack¬ 
ers’ claim that they have more 
sophisticated tactics. 

Asked whether they sup¬ 
ported President Bashar al- 
Assad’s crackdown on protest¬ 
ers, the SEA said they “could 
criticize specific actions but 
whatever mistakes don’t justify 
the animalism displayed by the 
opposition.” They categorically 
denied receiving support from, 
or being close to, the regime. 

This is disputed by experts. 


“I think the SEA is close 
enough to the regime to be able 
to operate freely in a country 
that is known for its restrictive 
measures on Internet activities 
and information flow,” said 
Helmi Noman, senior research¬ 
er at Citizen Lab who has stud¬ 
ied the group since 2011. “The 
Syrian state TV has broadcast 
programs covering the activ¬ 
ities of the SEA. SEA members 
appeared in these programs 
...so the group members are 
known and reachable to the 
Syrian media.” 

Syrian activist Amjad 
Baiazy, a former prisoner of the 
regime and academic research¬ 
er, goes further. “We know 
they are operating from Stu¬ 
dents’ Union buildings which 
are like a syndicate for the 
government. The regime relies 
on the SEA for intelligence on 
opposition activists, gathering 
evidence for them to make ar¬ 
rests,” he told Metro. “They are 
now a major asset for Assad.”

Upset about plans for a petro¬ 
chemical plant near her 
hometown in China, a woman 
turned to a new method that 
Chinese are using to air their 
complaints: She posted a peti¬ 
tion on the White House’s web¬ 
site.

A Russian security services 
operative — hidden in shad¬ 
ows — went on state television 
Wednesday to claim that the 
U.S. diplomat who was ordered 
out of the country was the 
second American expelled this 
year over spying allegations. 

The anonymous operative 
said the CIA had failed to halt 
this “disturbing activity” de¬ 
spite Moscow asking it to do so. 

The TV report came one day 
after Russia ordered Ryan Fogle, 
a third secretaiy at the U.S. Em¬ 
bassy, to leave the country after 
the Federal Security Service 
claimed to have caught him 
red-handed trying to recruit a 
Russian agent in Moscow. The 
agency, known by the initials 
FSB, alleged that Fogle worked 
for the CIA. 


State TV 
channels 
showed a 
man identi¬ 
fied as an FSB 
agent saying 
that another 
American was 
told to leave 
in Januaiy in 
“another case 
of recruit¬ 
ment.” The 
anonymous 
speaker, whose identity as an 
FSB operative could not be con¬ 
firmed, did not give the name 
of the expelled American. 

Various Russian TV net¬ 
works gave different names 
for the American, and the FSB 
refused to clarify the name to 
The Associated Press. State De¬ 
partment spokesman Patrick 
Ventrell declined to comment. 

The purported FSB agent 
said that in the Januaiy case his 
agency had decided not to pub¬ 
licize the expulsion, unlike the 
Fogle case, which has been top 
news in the Russian media for 
two days, the associated press

A phone call a day... 

Researcher says 
electromagnetic fields 
may be therapeutic 


The main device we use to 
communicate with each other 
may not be harmful to our 
health after all. In some cases, 
cellphones may even be some¬ 
thing akin to an apple a day, a 
London, Ont., doctor says. 

Lawson Health Research In¬ 
stitute’s Alexandre Legros said a 
“very large piece of research” is 
showing that all those allegedly 
harmful electromagnetic fields 
radiating from handhelds can 
actually be therapeutic. 

The fields, he said, “can al¬ 
ter brain activity and physical 
responses, opening the possi¬ 
bility for therapy” for people 
with neurological disorders 
and diseases. 

Cellphones have long been 
considered a potential health 
risk, with perceived damages 
including heightened chances 
of developing brain tumours. 
The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion’s website, citing the Inter-

national Agency for Research 
on Cancer, notes the electro¬ 
magnetic fields are “possibly 
carcinogenic to humans.” 

Lawson started testing the 
idea a couple years ago, ex¬ 
posing volunteers to different 
levels of electromagnetic fields 
— via equipment like MRI ma¬ 
chines — in order to see how 
they react. 

So far, no one involved has 
seen their health decline. In¬ 
stead, the exposure has created 
a bit of a spark in their brains. 

Legros believes the research 
could provide a basis for future 
work, such as developing a 
less-invasive way to treat Par¬ 
kinson’s disease. Current treat¬ 
ments involve “very invasive 
surgery.”

At 
its meeting in Kiruna, Sweden, 
on Wednesday, the council 
expanded the number of non- 
Arctic countries allowed to 
monitor discussions.

Russian startup looks to unseat Google in Vietnam

Vietnam’s booming Internet 
scene is littered with failed star¬ 
tups that tried to take on Google 
and other entrenched U.S. web 
companies. 

That’s not deterring a newly 
launched Russian-Vietnamese 
outfit that believes it can unseat 
the American search engine in 
this fast-growing Asian market 
and also contend with a jitteiy, 
authoritarian government seek¬ 
ing to clamp down on freedom 
of expression online. 

Like Google rivals elsewhere, 
Coc Coc, or “Knock Knock” in 
English, believes the ubiquitous 
search engine doesn’t get the 


nuances of the local language. 
It says its algorithms make for 
a better, quicker search in Viet¬ 
namese, while its local know¬ 
ledge means the information 
served will be more relevant — 
and hence more valuable. 

Patrick Sharbaugh, a lec¬ 
turer in Asian Internet studies 
at RMIT International Univer¬ 
sity Vietnam in Ho Chi Minh 
City, wondered whether Coc 
Coc might be more willing to 
censor search results on behalf 
of the government, something 
Chinese search engine Baidu 
does for Beijing.

The organization is the 
only crisis nurseiy in Ed¬ 
monton, aiding families with 
newborns and infants who 
are experiencing adversity. 

Troy Chalifoux, chair of 
Kids Kottage Foundation, 
says, “We jumped at the 
chance for obvious reasons. 
Our reality is a $1.4 mil¬ 
lion operating budget each 


year, with two-thirds raised 
through events and sponsor¬ 
ship. We really rely on the 
community and so we have 
been getting more involved 
with the hospitality industry 
as part of our fundraising ef¬ 
forts.” 

Chalifoux added that the 
proceeds will go directly to 
the programs, which focus 
on eveiything from the ef¬ 


fects of fetal alcohol syn¬ 
drome to basic food essen¬ 
tials for families. 

He says, “It costs about 
$250 per day to assist a child. 
Our goal is to be in a position 
to do that in a sustainable 
way.”

Revolution. So when I sat 
down to brainstorm Red 
Moon, I considered what we 
fear now. We fear disease and 
we fear terrorism. 

Why do you think that 
apocalyptic and 
post-apocalyptic narratives 
are so addictive these days? 


They’ve been around forever, 
but since 9/11 there has 
been a flood of films and 
novels. The end of the world 
has never been so popular, 
because the end of the world 
has never seemed more 
possible due to political and 
economic and environmental 
unrest. 

Red Moon is part love story, 
part horror and part polit¬ 
ical allegory. But if you had 
to whittle down the point, 
what is it? 

I hope my readers feel struck 
by the political allegoiy, and 
I hope their pulse quickens 
with the love story, and I 
hope the more horrifying 
passages scare the pants 
off of them. Its core — this 
post-9/11 reinvention of the 
werewolf myth — is thought- 
provoking entertainment.

When Vampire Weekend 
debuted to breathless blog 
fussing five years ago, their 
pristine blue-sky pop was 
marred by a few pesky clouds.

2. In a large bowl, combine 
tomatoes, green onions, jala- 
penos, serrano chiles, onion 
and cilantro. Add lime juice 
and mix. Transfer to airtight 
container and refrigerate, stir¬ 
ring occasionally for one hour 
or up to 24 hours. Add salt just 
to taste before serving. 

3. Batter: In a large bowl, com¬ 
bine flour, beer and salt. Mix 
well to a thick consistency. 

4. Tacos: Rinse fish and pat 


diy with paper towel. Cut 
crosswise into 2.5-cm (1-inch) 
wide strips. 

5. Fill a deep fryer or deep 
skillet with 2.5 cm (1 inch) 
of oil and heat to 180 C (350 
F). Using tongs, dredge fish 
pieces in batter and gently 
place in oil. Deep-fiy 4 pieces 
at a time, turning once, until 
golden brown, about 1 minute 
per side. Drain on paper tow¬ 
els. Discard any excess batter. 

6 . In a griddle or skillet over 
medium-high heat, heat each 
tortilla on each side until soft 
and pliable. Wrap in foil to 
keep warm until ready to use. 
To build tacos, divide fish 
equally among warm tortillas. 
Top with cabbage, Mexican 
white sauce and pico de gallo. 
Fold tortillas in half.

Don’t forget to wash the dishwasher! 


Cleaning. Some simple 
tips for running a more 
efficient appliance 


Your dishwasher, sink drain 
and garbage disposal do the 
major dirty work in your kitch¬ 
en, and you can keep them 
running efficiently with a few 
easy steps. 

If there are spots or stuclc- 
on grime on the dishes when 
they come out of the washer, 
or if the sink has an unpleas¬ 


ant odour even after you clean 
it and run the disposal, it 
means these hard-working ap¬ 
pliances may need extra atten¬ 
tion. 

“Dishwashers and drains 
battle kitchen waste and ac¬ 
tivity daily, which can take 
a toll on the appearance and 
performance if not cleaned 
correctly,” said Chris Salatino 
with Kenmore Major Appli¬ 
ances. 

Electric dishwashers have a 
filtration system that requires 
regular cleaning, especially if 
you don’t scrape or pre-rinse 


dishes. 

“The maintenance on 
a dishwasher depends on 
how you treat it,” says John 
DeSilvia, host of DIY Net¬ 
work’s Rescue My Renovation. 

If you’re not a pre-rinser, he 
recommends cleaning the fil¬ 
ter once a month. Just look at 
the bottom of your dishwash¬ 
er, find and remove your filter, 
then scrub away debris with a 
soft brush. Rinse and re-install. 

“Don’t be scared, it’s really 
easy,” says DeSilvia. 

If in doubt, check your 
owner’s manual on how to 


find and remove the filter. 
Can’t find the instructions? 
Log on to your manufacturer’s 
website. Online tutorials at 
sites such as DIYNetwork.com 
and YouTube.com can also 
help you through the process. 

The interior of your dish¬ 
washer may also appear filmy 
at times. To get rid of that 
buildup, Salatino advises wait¬ 
ing until the washer has fin¬ 
ished a cycle and cooled. Then 
make a paste with powdered 
detergent or use liquid de¬ 
tergent on a damp sponge to 
wipe away mineral deposits. 


Follow up by running a nor¬ 
mal cycle. 

If you’re in a hard water 
area and wiping with deter¬ 
gent doesn’t remove all the 
film, run a normal cycle with 
two cups of white vinegar in 
an upright glass on the lower 
rack. Salatino advises turning 
off the “heated dry” option 
during the cycle. 

There also are commercial 
cleaners marketed especially 
for mineral buildup in dish¬ 
washers. 

Consumer Reports rec¬ 
ommends replacing worn or 


rusted dish racks, and using 
care when loading dishes and 
silverware so you don’t dam¬ 
age spray arms. Inspect the 
arms to make sure they aren’t 
clogged with debris, which 
could affect water pressure. 
Use pipe cleaners to dislodge 
blockages. 

For cleaning the outside of 
your dishwasher, Salatino says 
all you need is a soft, damp 
cloth or sponge and mild de¬ 
tergent. If you’ve got a stain¬ 
less steel cover, you’ll need a 
special cleaner.

Johnny Oduya and Marcus Kru¬ 
ger scored in the third period, 
Corey Crawford made 20 saves 
and the Chicago Blackhawks 
beat the Detroit Red Wings 4-1 
in the opener of their second- 
round playoff series on Wed¬ 
nesday night. 

Chicago dominated the 
final two periods in its first 
game in the Western Confer¬ 
ence semifinals since it won 
the Stanley Cup in 2010. Mar¬ 
ian Hossa scored the opening 
goal, and Patrick Sharp had an 
empty-netter and two assists 
to give him nine points in the 
playoffs. 

“I thought it was our best 
game of the playoffs, no ques¬ 
tion,” Sharp said. 

Jimmy Howard finished 
with 38 stops in a terrific per¬ 
formance, but Detroit still lost 
to rival Chicago for the eighth 
straight time dating to last 
season. 

The series resumes on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon at the United 
Center. 

The 75th all-time playoff 
game between the Blackhawks 
and Red Wings was tied 1-1 
after two periods, and Howard 
made a great stop on a break¬ 
away by Dave Bolland 4 1/2 
minutes into the third.
